/Church who has ever been officially invited by the Egyptian Government to the 
eftlsbratioa of the anniversary of the Royal Egyptian Geographic Soeelty. The 
grand and warm reception given him are a demonstration of the sympathy and the 
grafting -prestige of the Catholic Church in Egypt, ^especially in the Mohammedan 
circles. :
